Shot Husband and Woman, 
Asserts Wife of Novelist 


Norristown, Pa., Police Doubt Story of Mrs. Hussey 
After Making Vain Search for the Bodies of 
Her Supposed Victims. 


Norristown, Pa., July 20 (A.P.).—Dr. 
Virginia Alvarez Hussey, daughter of a 
former Venezuelan official, walked into 
police headquarters here today, sur- 
rendered a loaded pistol and told police 
she had killed her husband, Lindley M. 
Hussey, novelist and magazine writer, 
aud a woman companion. 

She told in detail how she had shot 
the couple as they sat in an automo- 
bile near the Hussey home at Parker- 
ford, 6 miles from Pottstown, Pa. 

Police immediately began a search of 
the vicinity, but after going over the 
ground and dragging the Schuylkill, 
near: Parkerford, without finding trace 
of the bodies, abandoned the search, 


saying the doubted Mrs. Hussey’s 
story of the killing. 

Mrs. Alvarez Hussey; who was for- 
merly an interne at the West Phile- 
delphia Hospital for Women, was held 


in the Montgomery County jail here, 


and to all questions concerning the dis- 
posal of the bodies replied, “Ask the 
other woman,” or “Try and find them.” 
After police fou questioning futile, 
Dr. M. Metz Miller, superintendent: of) 
the State Hospital for the Insane here, 
examined her and said she was sane. 
Besides the loaded revolver, Dr. Hus- 
sey surrendered five poison tablets with 
which she said she slanned to commit 


Suicide after the murder. She told po- 
lice she had lost her nerve. A _ letter 
found in her possession signed “Liney” 
was a plea for ‘her to return to her 
husband. 

Dr. Hussey told police that her hus- 
band left her while he was traveling 
in Venezuela getting material for a 
novel. She said she shot him and the 
woman k ause they were too friendly. 

“I shot them several times,” she told 
police, “then I reloaded my pistol with 
five cartridges I -h-4 in my bag.” 

She explained that she had stolen 
the revolver from a friend in Phila- 
delphia. 

Dr. Hussey was graduated from the 
Woman's Medical College of Pennsyl- 
vania, at Philadelphia, in 1920. Her 
father was formerly Minister of War 
of the Republic of Venezuela, under 
Castro.

Blase Broadway Gets Thrill 
From Unannounced

SLATER IS CLEARED 


Scottish Court Rules Law 
Was Misdirected in Trial 
20 Years Ago. 


Edinburgh, Scotland, July 20 (A.P.) 
Oscar Slater, convicted of the murder 
Of Miss Mary Gilchrist, an aged woman, 
20 years ago, today won his fight to 
clear his name of the conviction 

Slater, who originally was sentenced 
t» death and then served more than ten 
years of a commuted life sentence before 
he was released, began a fight to prove 
his imnmocence soon after he was re- 
leased from prison. His case had at- 
tracted wide notice and interested many 
prominent people, ‘ncluding Sir Conan 
Doyle, noted writer. 

Sitting in the Scottish criminal court 


Of appeal, the five presiding judges 
found unanimously that there had 
been misdirection in law at the original 
trial. The decision vas announced by 
Lord Justice General Lord Clyde 

It is understood that the government 
will consider the question of compensa- 
tion to Slater for his wrongful convic- 
tion.

SCORES AT RESORT 


Mothers and Offspring Suffer 
Agonies as Macalester 
Brings Them Here. 


EMERGENCY HOSPITAL 
TREATS MORE THAN 100 


Pains of Poison Halt Day of 
Joy for Young and Old; 
Two Inquiries Ordered. 


The day of pleasure which the Central 
Union Mission had planned yesterday 
for the mothers and 
their children was turned into a grim 
tragedy when food poisoning developed 
among the 750 persons whom the mis- 
sion took to Marshall Hall for their 
annual outing. 

It is estimated that more than 200 
girls and mothers were affected 
by the poisoning, and more than 100 
were made so seriously ill as to ree 
quire treatment at the Emergency Hos- 
pital. Of these, the condition of a few 
is said to be dangerous. 

The epidemic of illness broke out 
shortly after most of the party had left 
Marshal Hall aboard the veteran eXe 
cursion steamer Charles Macalester for 
the return trip to the Capital. After 
the party left Mount Vernon, nearly 
opposite the resort, the first complaints 
were heard, and from then until the 
boat reached its dock women and chile 
dren fell to the deck regularly, prose 
trated by the biting pains of the poison.

Inquiries Ordered Promptly. 


Authorities of the District moved 
swiftly last night. to determine the 
cause of the illness. Dr. William C. 
Fowler, District health officer, ordered 
his assistant, Dr. E. J. Schwartz, and 
the bacteriologist of the health departe- 
ment to obtain samples of the food 
eaten on the trip and to have them 
analyzed. 

The police department, too, moved 
with rapidity in its investigation, De- 
tective Sergeant Robert A. Sanders, 
sanitary officer of the department, and 
Detective Sergeant C. E. Mansfield 
questioning officials of the mission last 
night as to the food served. 

Twice the steamer Charles Macalester, 
which, for years, has transported thous- 
ands of pleasure makers up and down 
the Potomac, drew up to her dock with 
a burden of moaning and groaning hu- 
manity. Each time ambulances and 
doctors and nurses awaited, ready te 
render the utmost of aid to the suf- 
ferers. 


Relief Party Goes to Resort. 
After the ship had docked here the 
first time, about 6:30, she again nosed 
down the river at full speed, carrying 
six nurses, under the direction of Dr. L 


j; Rutkoski and Dr. J. L. Conley to the 


sistance of those who had been left at 
the pleasure resort and who were suffer- 
ing from the effects of poison. With 
such determination and effect did this 
rescue party work after arriving at the 
resort that only five of the persons 
who were reported to be still stricken 
there were forced to go to the hospital 
upon their return here. 

Some of those who made the excur- 
sion were only slightly affected and 
after preliminary treatment went to 
their homes. In others the effects of 
the poison was not immediately ap- 
parent, and they went to their homes, 
only to be stricken there. 


Food Prepared at Mission. 


These later went to the hospital for 
treatment, were treated by private phy- 
siclans, or were taken to the hospitals 
in ambulances. 

The luncheon boxes which were dis- 
tributed to the guests of the Central 
Union Mission were prepared the night 
before the excursion by women workers 
of the Protestant churches, working 
under the direction of Mrs. John §@, 
Bennett, wife of the director of the 
Mission, who was in charge of the out- 
ing. The lunch boxes each contained 
a ham sandwich, a peanut butter’ ~ande- 
wich, a hard boiled egg, a piece of cake, 
@ peach, and a banana. This was supe 
plemented at the resort by a novelty 
piece of ice cream. In addition to these 
lunches, it is pointed out, many of 
those on the excurston may have eaten 
food sold from the stands at Marshall 


Hall.

Boat Scene of Agony. 


The scene aboard the Macalester as | 
it drew up to the wharf on its first | 


return trip was pitiful. The children 
and the older women who were strick- 
en lay about the decks weeping and 
moaning. Officers of the ship and 
members of the crew went about trying 
as best they could to administer relief. 

In the panic which followed the 
sudden striking of illness at the resort 
many mothers became separated from 
their children, and all through the trip 
back they were seeking their offspring 
frantically. Many of them had not 
found them by the time the ship 
docked. 

On the other hand some of the wom- 
en: were trying to answer the pitiful 
cries of many children whom they had 
taken under their care. 

The youngsters who were not badly 
affected aided the women in their ef- 
forts at dispensing aid, but the limited 
accommodations aboard the excursion 
steamer, and the absence of any ade- 
quate supply of medicine made all ef- 
forts futile. 


Nurses Sent to Wharf. 


As soon as the boat was tied up Dr. 
R'tkoski rushed aboard, but seeing at 
oncs that he could not hope to bring 
order out of the confusion which he 
encountered, he sent a call for aid 
back to his hospital. 

Eight nurses, all that were available, 
were rushed to the boatside. In order 
to send even this meagre complement 
th. hospital was forced to take nurses 
from floor duty. 

With the arrival of the nurses some 
semblance of order was restored, and 
under Dr. Rutkoski’s direction the 
patients who could not be taken care 
of with cursory attention were sent 
to the hospital. 


Emergency Hospital Taxed. 


The influx of about 40 persons, com- 
prising the irst boatload of sufferers, 
threw Emergency Hospital into tempo- 
rary confusion. Emergency room was 
found too small and the dispensary was 
used. It was-.crowded with the pa- 
tients brought in in every condition as 
rapidly as the ambulances could make 
the short run to the dock. The ambu- 
lance service was supplemented by pri- 
vate cars which brought in many 
patients. : 

The confusion attendant upon the 
large number of patients was height- 
ened by the crowding to the institu- 
tion of scores of relatives of the sick 
persons, each demanding to know the 
condition of a loved one. 

It was some time before the physi- 
clans at the hospital determined def- 
initely that the patients were suffer- 
ing from food poisoning, as it was 
thought they might have been stricken 
by the intense heat or the overexer- 
tion incident to the outing. This 
further complicated the,treatment. 


Diagnosis Speeds Treatment. 


After the conclusion was reached 
that poisoned food #was responsible for 
the illness, however, the doctors made 
rapid headway in giving the patients 
relief. Those cases which were found 
most serious were sent from the dis- 
pensary and emergency room to the 
wards in the upper floors in order that

The crowd seeking information as to 
relatives became so unmanageable that 
police reserves were called, and, under 
the direction of Lieut. W. D. Holmes, 
of the Third Precinct, controlled the 


grief-stricken throng. 

Dr. Leon Gordon took charge of the 
treatment of the patients at the hos- 
pital. 


Food 


Dr. Gordon declared positively that 
the patients were suffering from food 
poisoning and that he believed it to be 
due to bad eggs. Through Dr. Rutkoski 
a sample of the box lunches was ob- 
tained, and was turned over to Dr. 
Lester Neuman, pathologist of the in- 
stitution, who immediately started an 
analysis. He said that it might take 
two or three days before he could com- 
plete his study. 

All internes of the hospital were call- 
ed to duty, as were all available nurses. 
They had a difficult time administering 
to the sick, as ‘n most cases a stomach 
pump operation was necessary. For 
some time after the first group was 
brought in, anxious inquirers were per- 
mitted to pass down the long lanes of 
prostrate forms ard pick out their own 
relatives. The nurses and doctors were 
too busy to give them any informa- 
tion. 


Analysis Ordered. 


Crowds Waiting at Dock 


Efforts of those at the hospital were 
concentrated on clearing the emer- 
gency rooms of all patients before the 
second docking of the Macalester, which 
took place about 10:30. Their efforts 
were successful and by the time the 
steamer was sighted off Hains Point 
the hospital was ready to receive its 
second consignment of stricken merry- 
makers. 

For more than an hour before the 
steamer docked on its second trip, a 
crowd began forming at the dock. 
They arrived on foot, by street car 
and by automobile. The early edition 
of The Post, which carried the first 
news of the tragic ending of the out- 
ing to the city, caused scores more to 
augment the crowd &t the wharves. 

While the crowd stood about, many 
of them apparently the parents or rela- 
tives of children who had not been 
brbught back on the first trip, the 
ambulances began to line up directly 
in front of the dock, ready for thelr 
task. Two’ ambylances of the District 
chapter of the American Red Cross, 
under the direction of Miss Edna J. 
Sheehy were the first to arrive. 


Shower Scatters Crowd. 


A severe electrical shower came up 
shortly before the boat was due to 
dock. This sent the crowd scurry g 
about for shelter. Hundreds were 
taken into homes across the street 
from the dock, while many stood under 
the eaves of other steamship com-

In spite of the lists of those who had 
been stricken ill, and the statements 
of doctors who treated them that there 
were some whose names were not ob- 
tained, Dr. Bennett indignantly de- 
clared last night that only 34 persons 
had been made ill. 

Dr. Bennett said that 35 children 
who live at the mission house, and who 
had been on the excursion and eaten 
from the prepared lunch boxes, had 
not been taken ill.

CORONER CAN NOT FIND

The battered and blood-stained body 


of the man found on a Virginia beach 
two days ago remained unidentified 
last night, and the manner in which 
the stranger met his death was still 
in doubt. Dr. Ford Sweatnam, acting 
coroner of Fairfax County, Va.. ex- 
amined the body. and issued a certifi- 
cate in which he said that the man 
had come to his death by “causes un- 
known.” 

Dr. Sweatnam said that the man 
“probably” was drowned, but he would 
not say definitely that there had not 
been murder. The body was so badly 
decomposed, he said, that.it was vir- 
tually impossible to make such a defi- 
nite statement. 

Dr. Sweatnam said that he could 
find no bullet holes in the body, nor 
any indications that the man had been 
struck over the head. 

Uniess something happens to alter 
the plan the body will be buried to- 
day in Penny Hill Cemetery, which is 
maintained by the City of Alexandria. 
Va. There is a possibility, it was 
pointed out yesterday, that it will re- 
main unidentified, just as has been

Government Says. 


Budapest, Hungary, July 20 (A.P.).— 
Hungary's oldest and most picturesque 
institution, gypsy life, is about to pass 
away forever. 

Wanderers of the road and hiyhway 
were well enough in their day, but 
their day is over, the government Says. 
A governnmental decree, handed down 
tod’. enacts their passing into law. 

Under the dec all Hungarian gyp- 
sies must forsake their nomadic habits, 
settle down ‘in fixed abodes and take 
their places with ordinary folk as full- 
fledged and responsible subjects of the 
Hungarian kingdom.

TO GET CIVIL TRIAL 


INO PUBLIC HEARING 


Court Enjoins Police and 
Military Action in Case for 
Next 72 Hours. 


CATHOLICS TERRORIZED 
- BY NUMEROUS ARRESTS 


Labor Party Offers Peace to 
Obregonistas; Calles’ Re- 
tention Is Urged. 


Mexico City, July 20 (A.P.).—Police 
and military authorities of Mexico were 
restrained by the district court today 
from taking any action against Jose 
@e Leon Toral, slayer of Gen. Alvaro 
Obregon, for 72 hours. 

This action came simultaneously with 
official announcement that the youth- 
ful art student would be given a public 
eivil trial. 

Taken together, the two develop- 
ments meant that the assassin has at 
least three days to live. They meant, 
too, that there will be no summary 
execution. 

Temporary heads of the police de- 
partment, appointed from among Obre- 
goOn’s close associates in order that 


they might have a free hand in run- 
ming down possible backers of Toral, 
had indicated shortly before the dis- 
trict court acted that they would favor 
civil rather than military law pro- 
cedure in the case. 


Arrests Kept Secret. 


It was understood that in this at- 
titude they were in agreement with 
leaders in military circles and many 
other administration supporters. 

There were several additional arrests 
in connection with the.,assassination 
today, but Gen. Antonio Rios Zertuche, 
chief of police, declined to reveal their 
identity or to tell how many new pris- 
Oners there were. He also refused to 
give the total thus far arrested. 

“The investigation will continue 
upon the same line that has marked it 
hitherto—that is, “the responsibility 
of the Catholic clergy,” he said. 

Mexican police today continued ques- 
tioning the friends, relatives and as- 
sociates of Toral. The authorities con- 
tinued, in giving out what little in- 
formation was made available, to ac- 
cent the charge made by Gen. Antonio 
Rios Zertuche, new chief of police, 
“that responsibility for the crime lies 
with the Catholic clergy.” 

The police say they have in their 
possession printed leaflets secretly dis- 
tributed recently among some Catholics 
which, they allege, state that the days 
of Obregon and President Calles are 
mumbered. They assert that the leaf- 
lets contain this expression: 

“Every dog has his day and the day 
ef Obregon draws near.” 


Many Catholics Held. 


The police also are holding for in- 
vestigation in connection with possible 
light on the assassination a number 
of Catholics who have been arrested re- 
cently 6n charges of violating the re- 
ligious laws by hearing mass in schools 
or private residences. The prisoners 
include 15 out of 20 nuns in Villa 
Guadeloupe where the Shrine of Our 
Lady of Guadeloupe, patron saint of 
Mexico, is situated. 

The family of the slayer, consisting 
ef the father, Aurelio de Leon; the 
mother, Maria Toral de Leon; the slay- 
er’s wife, Tazmartin del Campo de Leon, 
and about six other relatives, were still 
held at police headquarters today. 

Newspapers, conducting their own in- 
vestigations of Toral’s past, print a 
mumber of assertions respecting his as- 
gociates in Guadalajara. The news- 
paper Excelsior states that a brother of 
the slayer is a priest who is presumed 
t be in hiding. The dispatches add 
that the killer was a close friend of 
Father Pro Juarez who was among the 
four men executed after the attempt .o 
bomb Gen. Obregon last November. 

Military authorities today ‘emoved 
from the grave of Pro Juarez a placard 

laced there during the night and bear- 
ng the legend “Yo: are avenged.” 


Labor Party to Cooperate. 


The Labor Party, which has abstained 
from any demonstration regarding the 
assassination of Gen. Alvaro Obregon 
except publicly to repudiate it, today 
accepted the call of President Calles for 
harmony and cooperation. 

Labor leaders who had maintained an 
expectant attitude pending the outcome 
of the police investigation into the 
slaying made their announcement after 
Calles’ manifesto had “cleared” them 
of any suspicion of being implicated in 
the crime. 

Jose Lopez Cortes, secretary general 
of Crom, the Mexican Federation of 
Labor, reiterated that body’s firm ad- 
hesion to Calles and its firm decision to 
continue supporting all the acts of the 
Calles government. 

The Labor party notified the presi- 
dent that it would cooperate for a 
union of the revolutionary elements in 
accordance with the Calles’ manifesto. 

The federation of unions of the Fed- 
eral district issued a manifesto which 
was considered an overture of peace to 
the Obregonistas and as expressing 4 
desire to end the antagonism between 
the groups. Expressing disapproval of 
the crime, the statement said that 
organized labor could neither admit nor 
tolerate that so savage an outrage 
ghould remain shrouded in mystery nor 
would it permit the author to be 
screened by the cloak of “religious fa- 
naticism” or left without punishment. 


Urge Calles to Stay. 


Posters signed by Juan Leal Lara 
made their appearance on the bill- 
boards of the capital today suggesting 
that Calles remain two years more in 
office and call a presidential election for 
1930 as the best means for solving the 
present situation. 

President Calles today was under a 
heavy military guard. The precautions 
were taken at the behest of his friends, 
although Calles has rejected any idea 
that his personal safety was in danger 
Some of his friends think that the 
president has rashly exposed to the 
danger of assassination, especially oy 
marching in the Obregon funeral pro- 
cession. He has almost gone without 
sleep since the crime, participating in 
the investigation as well as taking part 
in the funeral and its preliminaries 

Special police guards were placed 
around the residents’ residences of all 
prominent supporters of Gen. Obregon. 
The guards were stationed after a sus-

Terror Among Catholics. 


The newspaper El Sol declares that 
terror prevails in Catholic circles, espe- 
cially in Guadaloupe.

Huatabampo to Be Scene 


Of Gen. Obregon’s Burial 


Nogales, Ariz. July 20 (A.P.).—A 
dispatch to the Herald here from Nava- 
joa this afternoon indicated that the 
burial of Gen. Alvaro Obregon will 
take place Sunday at Huatabampo, 
Sonora, the town of his birth. Huata-

A crown of porcelain, Mexican’s tra- 
ditional tribute to her honored dead, 
will mark the grave of Obregon, as- 
sassinated president-elect. 

The farmer of Cajeme, who became 
one of the country’s greatest military 
leaders, then its president, and who a 
few weeks ago was reelected to a sec- 
ohd term as chief executive, comes 
home to Navajoa for his last long sleep 
in the burying ground where his fore- 
fathers lie. The funeral train may not 
arrive until tomorrow. 

The porcelain diadem, which will 
rest on the newly turned earth of the 
grave after the funeral tomorrow or 
Sunday, symbolizes republican Mex- 
ico’s inability to crown the living man, 
but at the same time her wish to en- 
shrine his spirit on the throne of her 
patriotic memories. 

Among the quiet thousands of Mexi- 
cans awaiting the arrival of the black- 
draped funeral train bearing the body 
of Obregon was the grief-stricken Se- 
nora Obregon. With her waited seven 
small children, some of them too small 
to understand the tears of their elders, 
the hushed crowds, the huge banks of 
flowers or the streamers of black crepe 
everywhere. 


Mexican Bishop Sees Hope 
Of Peace Ended by Slayer

President Coolidge believes that an 
international conference possibly to 
be held in Paris for the simultaneous 
signature of all interested govern- 
ments of the antiwar covenant now 
under negotiation would be very help- 
ful in emphasizing the importance of 


the treaty in the eyes of the world by 
giving the ceremony a sultable setting. 
Secretary of State Kellogg has in- 
formed Mr. Coolidge of suggestions 
along this iine made by various Euro- 
pean countries, and while his depart- 
ment has the matter under considera- 
tion no final decision as to its ac- 
ceptance or rejection has been reached. 
esident Coolidge, however, is in- 
clined to think that in view of the 
great importance which the pact has 
assumed and the cordiality with which 
Secretary Kellogg’s latest proposed 
draft of it Yas been received by the 
greatest powers, a solemn ceremony at 
its conclusion would greatly enhance 
its prestige besides actually facilitating 
the process of affixing the necessary 
signatures. 


Not Asked in Washington. 


President Coolidge would not be op- 
posed to such a conference taking 
place in Paris or in any other Euro- 
pean capital sooner than in Washing- 
ton, inasmuch as he realizes that the 
American city is much further from 
the capitals of most of the signatory 
powers than any European | center 
would be. For this reason Washington 
has never been suggested as the seat 
of such a gathering. 

President Coolidge has been kept in- 
formed of the gratifying manner in 
which acceptances of the American 
draft of the treaty nave been reaching 
the State Department from the chief 
countries involved and from many of 
the smaller ones as well. 

The draft proposal which was sent 
by Secretary Kellogg to fourteen of the 
chief European and Asiatic powers, 
would bind the signatory countries to 
renunciation of war “as an instrument 
of national policy” and would hold 
them to a pacific settlement of all fu- 
tye differences between them. 


Greets Football Coaches. 


Two hundred football coaches from 
30 States were received by President 
Coolidge today at the executive offices. 

The President inscribed a football 
which also contained the signatures of 
famous coaches of the country, and 
then was photographed on the steps 
of the high school in the midst of the 
delegation. The coaches composed a 
committee from the Superior School 
for Coaches, held here every summer 
On the President's right, in the pic- 
ture, was W. W. Roper, of Princeton, 
and on his left Howard Jones, of the 
University of Southern California, 

Mr. Coolidge also received from the 
city council of Washburn, Wis., a plea 
for the proposed St. Lawrence to the 
gulf waterway. It was presented by 
the mayor of the city, Harry L. Robin- 
son, who assured the President that 
this region would derive ;@eater pfos- 
perity than it had ever known should 
the project be realized.

President Coolidge not only is catch- 
ing fish every time he goes out on the 
Brule, but, on an average of every 
other day, he is performing the unusual 
feat of getting two trout %n one cast. 

He thrilled newspaper men and 
protographers July 4, his fifty-sixth 
birthday, by pulling from the river 
two good-sized fish on one throw of 
his line, but it was not known until 
tcday that he is repeating that stunt 
regularly by putting one fiy on the 
line’s dropper and the other on the end 
of the line. 

The President made a double catch 
yesterday, getting a 1'14-pound brook 
trout and a 1%-pound lochlaven. He 
did the same thing the previous day. 


Doumergue Is Hopeful 
War Ban Will Prevail 


(Associated Press.) 

In acknowledging President Coolidge’s 
Bastille Day mesage, President Dou- 
mergue, of France, replied yesterday that 
he was deeply touched and offered his 
sincere thanks for ‘he sentiments con- 
veyed by Mr. Coolidge on behali of his 
compatriots. 

“In referring’to the negotiations be- 
ing carried on by the two governments 
ts consecrate the renunciation of war 
by the peoples,” President Doumergue’s 
cablegram, which was made public at 
the State Department, said, “Your ex- 
cellency has, with reason, pointed to the 
high purport of the collaboration of 
France and the United States in 
strengthening the peace of the world. 
and it is with confidence that I[ join in 
the hope which you have expressed of 
seeing a formal and general agreement 
shortly crown the alisinterested efforts 
of our two countries.” 


British Papers Laud Pact 
And Kellogg’s Principles 


London, July 20 (AP.).—Great Bri- 
tain’s acceptance of the Kellogg treaty 
to renounce war, which was widely ad- 
vocated here, received warm approval in 
the majority of the morning newspapers 
The Times greeted the treaty as indicat- 
ing the existence of a new attitude to- 
ward the waging of war. 

“Nothing can be gained,” the paper 
seid, “by supposing that the principles 
of the Kellogg pact are as yet capable 
of universal application, put history re- 


*futes the cynics who maintain that no 


improvement is possible The area in 
which war is highly :mprobable is be- 
ing slowly but steadily extended, and 
in this extension the new treaty must 
mark a notable stage.” 

The Daily Telegraph paid tribute to 
Secretary Kellogg’s ingenuity and un- 
daunted perseverance. It welcomed the 
pact as “a resounding success for his 
diplomacy.” 

“It is easy to scoff at the declaration 
against war as @ mere hypocritical form 
of .words while Europe remains an 
armed camp,” said the Daily News. “The

£11 countries of the will to peace”

FOR REPAIRS 10 KRRSOIN 


Icebreaker to Be Laid Up Two 
Weeks, Russian Rescue 
Commission Told. 


AVIATORS TO CONTINUE 


Moscow, July 20 (A.P.).—The Russian 
ice breaker Krassin will be further de- 
layed in resuming search for missing 
members of the Italia’s crew by the 
need for repairs, the Russian rescue 
commission announced today. The re- 
pairs necessary are such that they can 
not be effected in King’s Bay and the 
Krassin will have to proceed to the 
nearest Swedish or Norwegian port. 

The aviator, Chukhnovsky, will re- 
main at Kings Bay, where he will re- 
pair his plane, damaged in a recent 
flight, and make trial flights while he 
awaits the return of the Krassin. 

The necessity for amputating the leg 
of Capt. Alfredo Mariano, survivor of 
the Italia’'s “walking party,” was the 
primary reason for the Krassin’s hasty 
return to Kings Bay from the coast 
of Northeast Land, the rescue com- 
niission announced. Capt. Martano’s 
leg had been frozen and gangrene 
set in. 

The Swedish aviators at Kings Bay 
have offered to put two small planes 
at the Krassin’s disposal if their gov- 
ernment permits. 

It is expected that the Krassin will 
be able to resume her rescue work in 
about two weeks. In the meantime 
it is hoped that the Russian and 
Swedish planes will be able.to fly over 
the area where it is thought possible 
traces of the Italia and Amundsen par- 
ties might be found. 

The correspondent of the newspaper 
Izvestia aboard the Russian ice breaker 
Malgin sent a wireless today stating 
that the utter impossibility of launch- 
ing an airplane under present weather 
conditions was responsible for the de- 
cision of the vessel to return to Arch- 
angel. The pilot Sergeev, who had 
planned a flight south of Spitzbergen 
in an effort to find the missing Amund- 
sen party, was unable to take off. 


SIR MAX BONN CLEAR 
OF DIVORCE CHARGES 


Former New Yorker Acquitted 
in London; Counter-Suit 
Will Be Heard. 


London, July 20 (A.P.).—Sir Max J. 
Bonn, formerly of New York, was ac- 
quitted today by a jury which had 
listened to evidence in Lady Bonn’s 
half of the couple’s double divorce suit.

ONLY CZECHOSLOVAKIAN 
REPLY IS NOW NEEDED 


Admission of Spain as Origi- 
nal Member of Group 
Held Impossible. 


(Associated Press.) 

Japan's acceptance. of the Kellogg 
antiwar treaty as revised, coupled with 
warm congratulations from the Tokyo 
government “upon the rapid and gen- 


eral acceptance” of the American pro- 
posal, was received and made public last 
night by the State Department. Only 
the reply of Czechoslovakia is now lack- 
ing to round out the plan for a fifteen- 
power general peace eff open to 
world-wide adherence. 

“The imperial government is proud 
to be among the first to be associated 
with a movement so plainly in unison 
with the hopes everywhere entertained, 
and confidently concur with the high 
probability of the acceptance of this 
simple and magnanimous treaty by the 
whole civilized world,” Baron Tanaka, 
Japanese minister for foreign affairs, 
said in his note of acceptance, 

No reservations or additional expo- 
sitions of Japan's understanding of the 
terms of the revised American treaty 
are contained in the note. 


Confined to Restatement. 


It confined itself to the usual re- 
statement of the query propounded to 
the Japanese government by Secretary 
Kellogg as to its willingness to become 
an original signatory to a treaty such 
as the revised draft transmitted with 
the American note. 

“In reply I have the honor to in- 
form you that the Japanese govern- 
ment is happy to be able to give its full 
concurrence to the alterations now pro- 
posed, their understanding of the origi- 
nal draft submitted to them in April 
last being, as.I intimated in my note to 
his excellency, Mr. MacVeagh, dated the 
26th of April, 1928, substantially the 
same as that entertained by the govern- 
ment of the United States,” Baron 
Tanaka said. “The: ar> therefore ready 
to have produced instructions for the 
signature, on that footing, of the treaty 
In the form in which it is now pro- 
posed.” 

Another Acceptance Expected, 


The Czechoslovakian reply also ac- 
cepting the revised draft of the anti- 
war treaty without change or amend- 
ment is expected momentarily at the 
State Department. 

With its publication Secretary Kel- 
logg will be in a position to indicate, 
probably in informal conversations, to 
the other original signatory govern- 
ments his preferences as regards the 
place and time of signature and the 
ceremonies which may be deviscd to 
surround that event. He declined 
again yesterday to give any advance 
intimation of his plans in that regard. 

Comment also was refused at the 
State Departmet o the reported de- 
sire of Spain to be included among the 
original signatories to the peace pact 
No suggestion of that nature has been 
received by Secretary Kellogg. 

It was pointed out, however, that 
under the circumstances with 13 of the 
14 powers solicited having accepted the 
revised draft on the basis of the 15 
power groupig contained in its pream- 
ble, it would be necessary for all of 
those powers to be consulted before any 
change in that grouping could be made.

While not in any sense part of the congress, 
or directly related to it, the “‘youth movement” 
of the Old World is by no means to be con- 
sidered apart from the Paris gathering. ‘This 
movement, which has spread among the youth 
of Eurupe, principally in the schools, finds its 
centers in conferences here and there, to which 
the devotees of ideals often travel great dis- 
tances and under much privation. It can be 
likened to the concourse of students at the 
centers of university learning at the dawning 
of the Renaissance. There is as much working 
over of the common funds of ideas of society 
today, due to war catastrophe and scientific 
discovery, as there was at that time, and youth 
is lighting its torch at the fires of newly dis- 
covered truth. Convention, conformity, and 
desire to understand the universe are taking 
on new forms under the pressure of young 
life upon old borders in an effort to conquer 
the newer areas of knowledge. 

All this is represented in the ‘movements 
which find the youth of the schools meeting 
at Paris, coming from 30 or 40 lands, and in 
the migratory gatherings which seek dissem- 
ination of ideas and the discovery of truth. 
The determination of the young people of 
lands that have experienced upheaval more 
than this, and of American youth as well, to 
ferret out enduring facts has been pronounced 
by those who have given it sympathetic study 
to be one of the most remarkable efforts at 
reorientation that has been known for cen- 
turies.

SYNTHETIC FUEL. 

It is timely, in view of the convening of a 
fuel conference in London ‘next fall, to note 
the endeavors that are being made in France, 
in concert with German scientists, to produce 
synthetic the 
liquefaction of coal as employed in German 
industries is deemed the core of the problem 
which is being worked upon by those who are 
directly interested in the discovery of a new 
source of motor fuel. The promoters of the 
industry, which centers in the Comite des 
‘Industries Chimiques de France, contemplate 
making use of plants that manufactured 
chlorine gas for the war. 

Im the absence of any hint as to the process, 
the fact itself is quickening. It is not the first 
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motor fuel. A process for

appearance of a plan to convert low grade coal 
by a process of liquefaction into a fuel for 
motor use. The United States is never tree of 
concern to discover’ new sources of motive 
power, and oil from shale has been featured 
as a reserve source that might provide supplies 
for a long time. If a successful process for 
liquefaction of coal could be duplicated in this 
country, there are abundant supplies of ma- 
terial, especially the thin strata coal which lies 
close to the surface, the strata too shallow for 
mining and which was scooped up with steam 
shovels during the wartime coal famine, when 
such coal had to be utilized, 

To devise a process and to make it practi- 
cally serviceable are two different angles of a 
problem. Yet there may be commercial merit 
in the undertaking of the French scientists. 
The search for new sources. of motor fuel is 
stimulated by the evergrowing consumption 
by surface vehicles, oil-burning ships and aero- 
planes. 


CONDUCT OF PUBLIC WORKS. 
While it is not part of the duty of the Gov- 
ernment to insure prosperity, its policies and 
acts are presumed to be aimed at the promo- 


tion of the general Programs of 


prosperity may be viewed with suspicion, in- 
asmuch as the basic conditions that control 
investment and enterprise and labor condi- 
tions are not readily ascertainable, and pan- 
acéas are apt to be abstract rather than pvrac- 
tical. 

The merits of such a bill as that introduced 
by Senator Jones, of Washington, are that it 
does not seek to feed prosperity at its roots or 
otherwise to produce effects. It 
rather takes account of the steady work of 
Governoment in the expenditure of fuuds for 
public works, and proposes that the labor for 
these works should not be brought into need- 
less competition with that of private em- 
ployers, as times when labor is in greut de- 
mand. A reserve fund for public construc- 
tion is proposed to be set aside, so that when 
labor is free, through slackened demands in 
private undertaking, public works can be un- 
dertaken on a broader scale with 
employment of larger forces of

The crisis that confronts us is of artistic, 
not purely industrial concern. This is nof 
just another instance of workers striving 
against progress in the form of labor- 
saving machines. We foresee an extreme 
narrowing of dramatic and musical de- 
velopment’ through the displacement of 
standard art forms by a mechanical device. 

If this is to be so the culture of art in our 

country, now the musical center of the 

world, will be seriously affected. 

But what can the Federation of Musicians, 
even if it is able to muster the support of 
actors’ associations, do about it? The final 
choice rests with the public. If it approves of 
the ‘‘talkies,” as synchronized motion pictures 
have come to be known, nothing can or should 
prevent their introduction into every theater 
in the country. If the public disapproves, that 
will be the end of the matter. 

There are indications that the public will 
like the talkies. Bernard Shaw made a syn- 
chronized movie a month or so ago that has 
been greeted enthusiastically wherever shown. 
For the first time, New York dramatic critics 
pointed out, the public has been able to get 
acquainted with Shaw. Had the talking movie 


process not been developed Shaw would have 


remained an unknown figure to millions that 
now feel as though they have met him. It 
seems hardly likely that the talking pictures 
will supplant the drama, but under certain 
circumstances they do what otherwise would 
be impossible. 


A CANCER FERMENT. 


With a persistence that must eventually 
win a complete victory, the foes of cancer are 
pressing investigation into every avenue, bent 


‘upon leaving no stone upturned to find the 


cause of the malady, while others are as stead- 
ily bent upon discovering newer methods of 
treatment. The lines of enterprise are not 
separate, Many of the scientists, if not all, 
who are seeking the source of cancer are doing 
their best in the meantime to make contribu- 
Lions toward allaying its ravages, Cause and 
cure are linked in an inevitable relationship. 
The British Empire cancer couference is mak- 
ing definite contributions to the body of tueory 
as to the cause of cancer, and, while there is 
no common mind as yet among them, they were 
proposing lines of investigation that are prom- 
ising, each in its way. 

The most interésting to the layman is that 
which sets up a comparison between the action 


of nature in healing a wound and that per- 
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verted action which causes cancerous growths. 


Dr. James B. Murphy, of the Rockefeller In- 
stitute, states his belief that cancer ig a fer- 
ment in the tissues, and that it is not caused 
by virus, He believes that it exists normally 
in the tissues and is the growth-producing 
element; he claims to have extracted it from 
the tumors of chickens. His line of attack 
is that of giving study to the question of heal- 
ing by nature, as he believes that the same 
ferment that is prepared by nature for this 
need is that which under some conditions of 
irreguiation is active when there is no healing 
to be done, It is this seeming perversity of 
the ferment which in his view causes can- 
cerous growths. 

This hypothesis of Dr. Murphy and his as- 
sociates crosses the lines of that announce- 
ment ‘nade three years ago by Gye and Bar- 
nard that they had determined that cancer 
was caused by living external virus. It is 
evident that methods of treatment would be 
radically different according to the correctness 
of the one view or the other. Yet the hope- 
ful factor is that in either case, the treat- 
ment may, after all, turn out to be very much 
simpler than has been thought, and some one 
may happily stumble upon it, while the ezx- 
perts are settling the issue as to the cause of 
cancer.

tion Service at Ellis Island. Representatives of 
the Shipping Board testified that of 126 men 
and 54 women on the payroll 50 were ex-serv-

ice men and three were ex-service women. Four 
hundred and thirty-three of 16,700 em- 
ployes in the New York postoffice would not 
have qualified for their positions had they not 
been granted preferential ex-service status, 
and 95 of the 366 men employed at Ellis Island 
were former service men, although none of 
them was disabled. | 

There is general agreement that disabled 
service men are entitled to first call upon all 
Government jobs that they can fill. These men 
were made incapable of filling their prewar 
jobs. Testimony presented before the commit- 
tee indicates that in principle it is recognized 
that the ex-service man deserves preferential 
treatment, Employment, however, is expressed 
in hundreds, whereas the ex-service men num- 
ber thousands, 

There are numerous positions in which the 
disabled ex-service man could be used to ad- 
vantage, As a guard, guide or clerk hig dis- 
abilities should not stand in the way of his 
efficiency, The fly in the ointment, however, 
is the fact that practically all Government jobs 
are already filled. It is hardly fair to displace 
a man summarily so that another can be given 
his job. As new positions are available the 
disabled ex-service man should be given first 
call, Whatever scheme is evolved by Repre- 
sentative Fish’s committee to bring this about 
will meet with popular approval.

For the first time in history an Alaskan fish-

German reparations depended upon a 
German merchandise export 
and the market for those goods were in 
the United States alone, and if the 
tariff prevented their entry, payment 
would be hindered to the extent that 
the tariff interfered with th. marketing 
of the goods here.

Fred Voiland, 
ot Topeka, said that the average life of 
a Kansas retailer is three years. Brad- 
street’s reports show that a fraction 
less than one firm in one hundred has 
failed in business annually for the past 
forty-seven years. No one knows how 
many men were in the bankrupted 
firms and companies. But Bradstreet 
does not include professional men, 
stock brokers and real estate dealers, 
some of whom have compiled really 
brilliant busts. The Bradstreet defi- 


nition of a failure, too, is that “it must 
involve some lpss to creditors.” 

More failures are due to lack of capi- 
tal than to any other cause. Brad- 
street’s report 34.9 out of each 100 mer- 
chants sink because the money box 
is not deep enough. More than one 
in three. The case might be stated 
more strongly. Of the 22,283 failures 
ot 1927 in the United States and Can- 
ada, 21,401 had very moderate or no 
credit rating. Of these, 8,979 failed fur 
less than $5,000. [n the $5,000 to $20,- 
000 class, there were 8,756. Therefore. 
17,735 of the 22,283 failed for less than 
$20,000.

By Marshy Olympic Track 


Robertson Seés No Hope of Team Setting 


Records in Spongy 
Which Is Built on 


Footing of Stadium 
Reclaimed Land. 


MSTERDAM, July 20 (A.P.).—The 
hopes of the American Olympic 
track and field team of establish- 

ing a new set of Olympic records in this 
year’s games at Amsterdam were dashed 
to the ground today when Coach Law- 
son Robertson and his team paid their 
first visit to the Olympic stadium. The 
Americans found the stadium track and 
the runways for the field events in 
what Robertson termed an “eminently 
unsatisfactory” condition. . 

The track, built on reclaimed marsh 
land, is soft and spongy and it will be 
almost impossible to turn in fast per- 
formances with such footing. 

“Only a miracle can put the track 
into proper shape for the opening July 
29," Coach Robertson told the Associ- 
ated Press after his first view of It 
today, “I never have heard of such a 
situation—Olympic teams arriving daily 
to find the stadium track in such a 
hopelessly incomplete condition. It 
will be a tough job to break any rec- 
gras ey et 


Robertson visited the stadium 
this afternoon shortly after the 
arrival of the President Roosevelt 
in Amsterdam and spent several 
hours inspecting the track and con- 
ferring with the Dutch offictats. 
The . American head coach . sug-

gested drastic measures for reme- 
dying the condition of the track, 
one of which was that cement 


should be mixed with the cinders 
in an effort to provide a harder 
surface. 


The situation is a result of the nat- 
ural difficulties encountered by the 
Dutch engineers in reclaiming marsh 
land for the site of the Olympic plan‘. 
Tens of thousands of piles were sunk in 
the soft earth and the stadium built on 
this foundation. 

According to Coach Robertson, it was 
only last Tuesday that men with a 
practical knowledge of running track 
construction were called in for a final 
effort to remedy the conditions of the 
track. They have 23 nerculean task be- 
fore them if the track is to be in con- 
d‘tion for the opening

Reinstatement °of Tilden 


International Tennis Heads Sympathize With 
Banished American Ace—French Per- 
mitted to Write for Pay. 


ARIS, July 20 (A.P.). — Develop- 

ments in the Tilden case were 

placed in the background by to- 
day’s competition, but possibilities of 
Big Bill's restoration to amateur stand- 
ing in the event the United States 
reaches the challenge round were dis- 
cussed in semiofficial tennis circles. 

The silence of Samuel H.. Collom, 
president of the United States Lawn 
Tennis Association, and Joseph W. 
Wear, chairman of the Davis Cup com- 
mittee, gave no foundation for such 
discussion, but it is understood that 
undercover moves have been started 
designed to straighten out the situation 
and restore Tilden to competition as 
suddenly as he was removed the day 
before the interzone finals. 

A confab of international tennis au- 
thorities is expected to take place here 
tomorrow to decide the next move here, 
assuming the Americans will clinch 
victory over the Italians. 


The reaction over the American 
veteran’s disbarment is strongly in 
his favor among French tennis fol- 
lowers, who are unable to compre- 
hend the action when French ten- 
nis players are doing exactly the 
Same newspaper work unmolested 
so far as their amateur standing 
is concerned. 


The popular attitude in Tilden’s fa- 
vor was reflected especially in the spon- 
taneous greeting accorded him on en- 
tering the stadium and taking his seat 
this afternon 

“I have no further addition to make 
to my statement of yesterday,” declared 
Tilden today. 

“Whatever my friends do is their 
business. I stand in my position. I do 
not intend to make any move before 


returning to the United States, 
the first week in August.” 

President Collom, when queried with 
reference to rumors of a new turn in 
the case, asserted the situation was un- 
changed, but he was ready to act if any 
new developments warrant. 

Mr. Wear said an inquiry by tele- 
phone from British officials concerned 
the status of Tilden because his di«- 
puted articles came from Wimbledon 

Big Bill, dismissing his own case, 
discussed animatedly Hunter's “beauti- 
ful tennis and Hennessey’s brainy strok- 
ing.”

Federal Commission Recog- 
nizes Potential Value of 
Movie Pictures. 


ANOTHER IS GRANTED 
TO LEXINGTON STATION 


Officials Also Announce Many 
Assignments, Numbers 
and Wave Lengths. 


(Associated Press.) 

The Federal Radio Commission took 
its first decisive step in recognition of 
the potential value of television yes- 
terday when it issued licenses to two 
transmitters and construction permits 
to seven others for development and ex- 
perimentation in the work of sending 
pictures through the air. 

The operating licenses, assigned to 
the Jenkins Laboratories, Washington, 
and J. Smith Dodge, Lexington, Mass., 
were issued for the period of one year, 
“subject to revocation unless the appli- 
cant makes satisfactory r ‘ogress in the 
work and full use of the band.” 

Within this period the commission 
expects to determi..e whether such use 
ig in the public interest, or whether 
the channels should be diverted to 
others who have petitioned for several 
years for more positions in the short- 
\.~ve or high-frequency spectrum. 


‘Powers Allowed Jenkins. 


Dodge’s transmitter .was given the 
eall signal IXAY to be operated on a 
4,800 to 4,900 kilocycle band, wave 
length of 62.5 to 61.22 meters and 500 
watts power. 

The Jenkins Laboratory was assigned 
the signal 3XK, to be operated on 4,900 
to 5,000 kilocycles, wave length 61.22 
to 60, and ~ 000 watts. 

The Radio Corporation of America 
Was awarded construction permite for 
three transmitters, one stable and one 
~ -rtable set at New York City, and for 
another portable outfit at Bound 
Brook, N. J. 

These were assigned the respective 
Call signals, 2XBV, 2XBS and 2XBW, 
with 4,500 to 4,600, 4,600 to 4,700 and 
15.100 to 10,200 kilocycles ;66.67 to 65.22, 
65.22 to 63.83 and 19.868 to 19.737 me- 
ters wave length, and a uniform power 
allocation of 5,000 watts. 


Allotted to Westinghouse. 


The Westinghouse “lectric & Manu- 
facturing Co, call signal 8XI, was as- 
signed to share tiie with 2XBW. This 
station was assigned the same fre- 
quency, but authorized to use 20,000 
watts power on a wave length from 
63.83 to 62.5 meters. 

Harold E. Smith, Beacon, N. Y., was 
assigned call signal 2BXU, to share the 
facilities set aside for Dodge with 100 
watts of power. 

Other assignments for construction 
were Wrec, Inc., Memphis, signal 4XA, 
wave length 125 to 120 meters, 2,400 to 
2,500 kilocycles, 5,000 watts, and Robert 
B. Parris, Los Angeles, signal 6XC, wave 
64.67 to 65.22 meters, 4,500 to 4,600 
k"'ocycles and 15,000 watts.

Former Post Critic Was Au- 
thor of Book Which Brought 
Big Lawsuits. 


WROTE FOR MAGAZINES 


William A. Page, a former dramatic 
critic of The Washington Post and for 
years one of the leading theatrical 
press representatives in America, died 
unexpectedly yesterday in his New 
York home. In his fiftieth year Mr. 
Page was the victim of heart disease. 

“Bill” Page, as he was known from 
one end of the country to the other 
in almost every newspaper office in the 
laad, broke into the newspaper busi- 
ness in Washington, his native city. 
After Willard Holcomb, in the late 
nineties, relinquished the dramatic 
chair of The Post, Mr. Page came 
next in line of promotion and eventu- 
ally took over the Sunday and dra- 
matic sections. 

In three years with The Washington 
Post, Bill Page built up such a reputa- 
tion among theatrical magnates that 
New York virtually “bid him out of his
